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The nomograph above shows related operating characteristics 
of incandescent lamps, One of the most interesting factors in 
lamp operation is the drastic effect on lamp life that a small 
change in voltage will produce. For example, if a lamp in your 
car is rated at ll. volts and the regulator permits the output 
from the generator to rise to 14.7 volts (a 5-pereent increase), 
the nomograph indicates that lamp life will drop to one-half 
of its rated life! 

On the other hand, if you operate a typical 6.3 volt lamp 
on 6.0 volts instead of its rated input, you can double its 
average life, and brightness drops only about 18% - hardly 
noticable. 

. For those interested in the exact relationships, the light 
output varies as the 3,6 power of input voltage and life varies 
inversely as the 12th power of the voltage.
